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Claims 13-25 are again rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by or under 35 USC 103(a) as being obvious in view of Larsson et al for 
the reasons given in the last Office Action. 

Claims 17-20 and 25 are again rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Larsson et al in view of Garnett for the reasons in the last Office 
Action. 

Claims 26-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Larrson et al in view of Hasselkus for the reasons of record in the last Office Action. 

Applicant's arguments filed 10-29-2003 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicants have not controverted Larrson et al's procedure recited in 
Ex. 21 for preparing the S(-) enantiomer of lansoprazole and the recitation at page 1 , 
lines 19-26 that it is useful in inhibiting gastric secretion. 

The auxiliary references are used to show that lansoprazole is useful to treat the 
particular maladies recited in the dependent claims. Therefore in view of Larsson et al's 
teachings it would have been obvious to treat them with S(-) lansoprazole.
